Question: Please explain Matt. 22:11. 
Will there be good and bad people in the 
Lord’s kingdom, and does this mean the 
marriage supper? How did this man get 
there?—J. B. 

Answer: In order to properly under- 
stand parables which Christ spoke to 
the people, it must be noticed that they 
are kingdom parables and this one, as are 
the many others, was spoken directly to 
the Jews. The invitation to the kingdom 
and to participate in it had been ex- 
tended to the Jews. Christ came as the 
King and they rejected Him, and that 
is what this parable teaches as it sets 
Him forth as a king’s son. The rejec- 
tion on the part of the Jews opens up 
the gospel to the Gentiles who have been 
termed foreigners and even dogs. See 
Matt. 15:26, 27. The good and bad has 
reference to the Jews and Gentiles and 
sets them forth more as they are viewed 
by the Jews. The man who tried to get 
in without the wedding garment sym- 
bolizes the hypocrites, those to whom 
Jesus spoke at various times whose re- 
ligion was a religion of works. These 
tried to get into the kingdom on their 
good works rather than an acceptance of 
Christ. The place where the king scru- 
tinizes the guests is in the guest cham- 
ber and not at the marriage supper. It is 
here in this world that we get ready for 
the marriage supper and any detection 
of our hypocrisy will be made before 
leaving here. Such is certainly set forth 
in this parable. This parable is also 
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parallel with the parable of the ten vir- 
gins. There were those whose lights went 
out because they had failed to replenish 
their oil. This the Jews did, hence their 
rejection by the Christ, because they had 
rejected Him. 

Question: Is Judas the son of perdi- 
tion that we read of in 2 Thess. 2:3, 4? 
In St. John 17:12 he is called the son of 
perdition.—Mrs. D. N. 

Answer: Because of the similarity in 
expressions, some have thought that the 
man of sin, or antichrist, would be Judas 
Iscariot raised from the dead, possibly be- 
cause they are the only two parties in the 
Bible referred to as “son of perdition.” 
But the word “‘perdition” is used elsewhere 
and it is always used to portray a lost 
and ruined condition, as Judas who had 
sold his Lord. In Phil. 1:28, Paul de- 
scribed the adversaries of Christianity 
as being a token to some that they were 
ruined or in perdition, but, said he, “to 
you of salvation.” In 1 Tim. 6:9 the 
apostle speaks of falling into many fool- 
ish and hurtful lusts which drown men 
in destruction and perdition. Heb. 10: 
39 speaks of drawing back to perdi- 
tion, and 2 Peter 3:7 tells of the per- 
dition of ungodly men. So all of those 
who turn their backs on God and are 
lost and ruined, become sons of perdi- 
tion. Any inference drawn from the 
word “perdition” in connection with 
Judas and the antichrist are insufficient 
to identify them as the same party.

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A Blitzkrieg From a 


If this is not a blitzkrieg, then the 
world has never witnessed one and never 
shall. The word “blitzkrieg” has come to 
you in recent months. It, of course, re- 
fers to something that is done with 
amazing speed. 


The blitzkrieg from Germany and Ja- 
pan is quite different. I have in mind 
another word which sounds something 
like blitzkrieg, and must be _ used 
when speaking of the lightning thrusts 
made by Germany and Japan. It is the 
word “intrigue.” The blitzkrieg from 
Germany and Japan was successful at 
first because of the intrigue of them. 
The word “intrigue” means a secret 
plot, conspiracy, deception, or, if you 
please, it means a “fifth column” at 
work. Germany and Japan had placed 
men in countries and islands who were 
working secretly to overcome the gov- 
ernment of the countries. 


How very different from the blitz- 
krieg from heaven. It has been known 
to the world for nearly two thousand 
years. God has sent prophets, great re- 
formers, Bible teachers, evangelists and 
pastors into the countries of the world 
to warn the people to prepare for the 
blitzkrieg, so as not to be caught asleep. 


The dictators do not do things that 
way. They secretly plan a blitzkrieg and 
send plotters ahead to deceive and mis- 
lead the people that they might be 
caught in the blitzkrieg. 


The day is soon coming when there 
will be a great blitzkrieg from heaven. 
It is mentioned in the Bible several times. 
Joel 3:2, “I will also gather all nations 
and will bring them down into the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with them 
there for my people and for my heritage 
Israel, whom they have scattered among 
the nations, and parted my land.” The 
name “Jehoshaphat” or “Esdraelon” is 
taken from the Hebrew word “‘Jezreel.” 
This valley lies on the southern rim of the 
plain of Esdraelon and extends across 
central Palestine from the Mediterranean 
to the Jordan, separating the mountain 
ranges of Carmel and Samaria. This is the 
place where most of the great battles 
of Israel were fought and where the 
great blitzkrieg from heaven will take 
place. 


Joel 2:11, “And the Lord shall utter 
his voice before his army; for he is 
strong that executeth his word: for the 
day of the Lord is great and very ter- 
rible, and who can abide it?” The world

His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on 
his head were many crowns; and he had 
a name written, that no man knew, but 
he himself. And he was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood; and his name 
is called The Word of God.

And out of bis 
mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it 
he should smite the nations: and he Shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath of Almighty God.” 


one before. Jesus, the Son of God, will 
be the Captain of this battle, and thank 
God, He has never lost one yet. 


Zechariah 14:4 says He comes to the 
Mount of Olives, and when he touches 
it with His feet, the mountain sepa- 
rates; part moves to the west and part 
to the east. That is something the dicta- 
tors have never done. They have to march 
their armies around the mountains. 


He will not only cause mountains to 
break in two, but He will pass right 
through the east gate of Jerusalem, 
which is sealed up with stone and mor- 
tar. He will command the stone and mor- 
tar to move out of the pass, or use the 
power of the fourth dimension and pass 
right through it.

11:15, we hear the victory cry go up as 
a great voice in heaven rings out, say- 
ing, “The kingdoms of the world have 
become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
of our Christ, and he shall reign for- 
ever and ever.” The blitzkrieg is over 
and Christ has won. 


Oh, glory to God, I can almost hear 
the saints rejoicing as old Lucifer is shut 
up in the bottomless pit for a thousand 
years, and the antichrist is cast alive in- 
to the lake of fire, and they who are 
left begin to beat their swords into 
plowshares and pruninghooks. There 
will be no more weeping mothers to 
stand and watch their boys go away to 
war, for Christ has won a battle that 
will bring peace for a thousand years. 


Oh, brother, do you want to be among 
the number that will rule and reign with 
Him? You had better enlist in His great 
army now and get in training as soon as 
possible.

In the Fight “WE have just begun to fight.” These were 
the words of John Paul Jones when he was 
asked by the Serapis to surrender. A similar phrase to this was 
oft repeated by President Roosevelt when he was making his 
second race for the presidency. In war or in politics, the con- 
flict requires ambition, courage, and de- 
termination, and those who are weak- 
kneed and cowardly always meet with a 
crushing and embarrassing defeat. 


The picture does not change in re- 
ligion. The Apostle Paul oft referred 
to the Christian life as a fight. This 
fight is not unlike a war, though 
its weapons, its tactics, and its objectives 
are different. “For every battle of the 
warrior is with confused noise, and gar- 
ments rolled in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fuel of fire,” Isa. 9:5. 


The reason this conflict is different 
from the ordinary battle is that it is led 
by the Prince of Peace. “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his shoul- 
der: and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace.” The implements of warfare in this great 
battle are different. “For the weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to the pulling down of 
strongholds; casting down imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, bringing in- 
to captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ,” 2 Cor. 
10:4, 5. The foe in this conflict is not flesh and blood as in an 
earthly battle, though the conflict is just as real, a conflict of 
right against wrong, of the way of life against the way of 
death. ‘For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places,” 
Eph. 6:12. 


The drilling tactics of the army of God, if closely followed, 
will always bring great results. “Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance and supplication for all saints,” Eph. 6:18. 
With prayer and faith the Church of God will be able to con- 
tinue its progress and see great and mighty things accomplished 
in the name of its Captain, Jesus Christ our Redeemer.

No Time For “AN idle man’s brain is the devil’s work- 
idleness shop.” These words of Bunyan have been re- 

peated o’er and o’er again and again until 
they have become very familiar. 

I once attended a Sunday school where the roll was called 
and all pupils were required to answer with a scripture verse. 
When one little boy’s name, who was about ten years of age, 
was called, he scratched his head, looked around, and then 
quoted, “An idle man’s brain is the devil’s workshop.” It 
wasn’t scripture but perhaps his father had told him that so 
many times that he thought it was Bible, and it has come true 
in the lives of boys and grownups as much s0 as if it were 
scripture itself. 

But idleness of mind does not only prove disastrous in the 
lives of individuals. Idleness is disastrous to the church, It 
robs the church of its spiritual power, for where a church is 
working a church is spiritual and all of the life which exists in 
a church that is not ever at the post of duty is only superficial. 
The church that fails to work becomes stagnant. And it was 
Simms who said, “Stagnation is something worse than death, 
it is corruption also.” 

Some have given even a stronger meaning to idleness than 
not being at work. The great Chinese philosopher Socrates 
said, “He is not only idle who does nothing, but he is idle who 
might be better employed.” So in reality, idleness is conquered 
only when we are doing our best. Idleness is conquered in the 
church only when the church is at its best, thus we have a 
call, a call upon which life depends, and that call is a call to 

service. 


GOD NEEDS HELP TOO SAAN 


Bible Knowledge The question of re- 

ligious education in 
the schools is now being widely discussed. 
Most religious organizations are afraid 
of it because they do not wish to have 
their doctrines trampled upon and the 
fear comes from the thought of teach- 
ers trying to advance the doctrines of 
their respective churches. But with the 
toleration that has become and is becom- 
ing more and more real in America, it 
seems to us that there is no reason why 
America cannot have Christianity taught 
in the schools, a summary of the creeds 
and doctrines of all Christian churches, 
without discrimination, only as a record 
of what they are, leaving pupils to 
choose for themselves. The churches in turn, through daily 
vacation Bible schools, where the real doctrine of the church 
could be taught, would give a full answer to the question of 
doctrines. The foundation of knowledge having been laid in 
the public schools, it would be easier for the churches, in 
their daily vacation Bible schools, to give the proper knowl- 
edge. 

“Real knowledge never promoted either turbulence or un- 
belief; but its progress is the forerunner of liberality and en- 
lightened _toleration.”—-Lord Brangham. Bible knowledge 
blazes the way to life and must be properly dispensed for 
proper and beneficial results.

Now consider the answer to this 
prayer. He got more than he asked for, 
just as every one does who asks in faith. 
He only asked Christ to remember him, 
but Christ answered, “To day shalt thou 
be with me in paradise.” An immediate 
blessing is promised of fellowship, eter- 
nal rest. This is the way Christ answered 
his prayer. 

And now darkness falls upon the 
earth. The sun hides itself. Worst of all, 
the Father hides His face from His Son. 
What else is the meaning of that bitter 
cry: “My God, My God! why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Ah, it had been written, 
“Cursed is every one that hangeth on a 
tree.” Jesus was made a curse for us. God 
cannot look upon sin, and so when even 
His own Son was bearing our sins in His 
body, God could not look upon Him. I 
think this is what bore heaviest upon the 
Savior’s heart in the garden when He 
prayed, “If it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me.” He could bear the un- 
faithfulness of His friends, the spite of 
His enemies, the pain of His crucifixion, 
and the shadow of death; He could bear 
all this, but when it came to the hiding 
of His Father’s face, that seemed almost 
too much for even the Son of God to 
bear, but even this He endured for our 
sins. Now the face of God is turned back 
to us whose sins had turned it away, 
and looking upon Jesus, the sinless One, 
He sees us in Him. 

In the midst of all His 
agony, how sweet it must 
have been to Christ to hear 
that poor thief confessing 
Him. He likes to have men 
confess Him. Don’t you re- 
member His asking Peter, 
“Whom do men say that I 
am?” and Peter answered, 
“Some people say you ‘are 
Moses, some say Elias, and 
some say one of the proph- 
ets.” “But, Peter, whom do 
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you say I am?” When Peter said, “Thou 
art the Son of God,” Jesus blessed him 
for that confession. Now this thief con- 
fesses Him, confesses Him in the dark- 
ness. Perhaps it is so dark he cannot see 
Him any longer; but He feels that He 
is there beside him. Christ wants us to 
confess Him in the dark as well as in 
the light; when it is hard as well as when 
it is easy, for He was not ashamed of 
us, but bore our sins and carried our sor- 
rows, even unto death. 

When a prominent man dies we are 
anxious to get his last words and acts. 
The last act of the Son of God was to 
save a sinner. That was a part of the 
glory of His death. He commenced His 
ministry by saving sinners, and ended 
it by saving this poor thief. “Shall the 
prey be taken from the mighty, or the 
lawful captive delivered? But thus said 
the Lord; Even the captives of the 
mighty shall be taken away, and the 
prey of the terrible shall be delivered.” 
He took this captive from the jaws of 
death. He was on the borders of hell, 
and Christ snatched him away. No doubt 
Satan was saying to himself: “I shall 
have the soul of that thief pretty soon. 
He belongs to me. He has been mine all 
these years.” But in his last hours the 
poor wretch cried out to the Lord, and 


‘He snapped the fetters that bound his 


soul, and set him at liberty; He threw 
him a passport into heaven. 

I can imagine as the soldier drove his 
spear into our Savior’s side, there came 
flashing into the mind of the thief the 
words of the prophet Zechariah (13:1), 
“In that day there shall be a fountain 
opened to the house of David, and to

the inhabitants of Jerusalem, for sin and 
for uncleanness.” You see in the con- 
version of this thief that salvation is 
distinct and separate from works. Some 
people tell us we have to work to be 
saved. What has the man who believes 
that to say about the salvation of this 
thief? He took the Lord at His word, 
and believed. It is with the heart men 
believe, not with their hands or feet. 
All that is necessary for a man to be 
saved is to believe with his heart. This 
thief made a good confession. If he had 
been a Christian fifty years, he could 
not have done Christ more service there 
than he did. He confessed Him before 
the world; and for nineteen hundred 
years that confession has been told. Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke, and John all recorded 
it. They felt it so important that they 
thought we should have it. See how sal- 
vation is separate and distinct from all 
ordinances, not but that ordinances are 
right in their places. 


Many people think it is impossible for 
any one to get into the kingdom of God 
if he is not baptized into it. I know peo- 
ple who were greatly exercised because 
little children died unbaptized. Some peo- 
ple carry their children through the 
streets because the pastor cannot come. 

I don’t want you to think I am talk- 
ing against ordinances. Baptism is right in 
its place; but when you put it in the place 
of salvation, you put a snare in the way. 
The last conversion before Christ per- 
ished on the cross ought to forever settle 
that question. If you tell me a man can- 
not get into paradise without being bap- 
tized, I answer, This thief was not bap- 
tized. If he had wanted to be baptized, 
I don’t believe he could have found a 
man to baptize him.

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Our Mexico Conventions 


AT MEXICO CITY AND EMPALME 
By J. H. WALKER, General Overseer 


Outstanding progress—Most wonderful spirit in business meetings and 
devotional services—Forty-two persons filled with the 
Holy Ghost during conventions 


We, Brother M. P. Cross, Brother E. 
C. Clark, and I, who it was finally de- 
cided should make the trip to Mexico, 
went by train. It took us three nights 
and two days of continual traveling, 
winding our way through the mountains 
and valleys of beautiful, scenic, and pic- 
turesque Mexico. The people, cities, vil- 
lages, and countrysides there are always 
interesting. Quite often we noticed na- 
tives breaking their land by ox teams, 
using one-handled plows. The Mexicans 
are lovely people, lovers of songs and 
music, and speak a beautiful Romance 
language. The climate in Mexico City 
is ideal. Being 7,444 feet above sea level, 
it is known as a land of “perpetual 
spring.” They boast of an average tem- 
perature of 60 degrees throughout the 
year, and one must use two blankets to 
sleep comfortably during the summer. 
Upon arriving in Mexico City, we found 
that Brother and Sister Archer and the 
workers had been laboring for weeks in 
preparation for our convention there. 

The first service was conducted in one 
of the twelve local Churches of God in 
Mexico City, where the building was en- 
tirely crowded out. The second night we 
divided speakers and congregations and 
conducted services in two of the local 
churches, which were likewise crowded 
out, and God was with us. 

Unfortunately, we were unable to se- 
cure the marble palace, located in the 
center of the city, until Friday evening, 
where the services were continued 
through Sunday. Friday night the man- 
ager of the Jewish Young Men’s Society, 
who was greatly impressed with our serv- 
ices and who had charge of the palace, 
said, “Oh, please come Saturday morning 


and have your service here. We will make’ 


other arrangements.” We had previously 


been told that the hall would be occu- 





pied Saturday morning; therefore an- 
nouncements had been made for special 
services in the local church, where dur- 
ing the day several prayed through to the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. The coun- 
cils of the Mission Board and the breth- 
ren were conducted in an adjoining room 
in the auditorium. I never saw a more 
wonderful spirit manifested during our 
business conferences, which were unusu- 
ally pleasant and without a ripple. The 
precious words of the psalmist, “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity,” 
were most appropriate for the entire con- 
vention. 


One of the outstanding features of the 
meeting was the beautiful singing ren- 
dered by the talented Bible School stu- 
dents. Truly we have some wonderful 
talent in training there now and we were 
delighted with the outstanding success of 
our school this year. The faculty is 
splendid. Professor Gonzalez, a graduate 
of a prominent college in Mexico City, 
is one of our principal teachers. The 
music teacher, Brother Dominguez, is a 
splendid musician and has done a great 
work in teaching the students. Since re- 
turning to the States, we are informed 
through a letter from Brother Archer 
that the wife of Brother Dominguez and 
the sister of Maria Ortiz, the school- 
teacher, and three others received the 
Holy Spirit the following week. In ad- 
dition to the regular students, there are 
seventy-three persons taking courses by 
correspondence. Several of these corres- 
pondence students are also teaching other 
groups, thus benefiting many others. 
Literally hundreds of people have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost in Mexico this 
year. 


It was my privilege to go with Brother 





Archer, immediately upon our arrival 
in Mexico, about 200 miles farther south 
by bus, to visit some of the churches 
just prior to the convention. Here we 
met Brother David Arcos, assistant 
overseer, who had just returned from an 
outstation still farther away, where he 
closed a glorious meeting and had been 
able to organize a church with some for- 
ty members. 


God most wonderfully blessed every 
service and seventeen persons were bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost during the 
convention in Mexico City. Among these 
were Christian workers and their com- 
panions. Fortunately, some from every 
district throughout the country received 
the Baptism, thus enabling them to re- 
turn and spread the fire of Pentecost 
anew on every district. These people were 
filled and thrilled with the Holy Ghost 
and took their liberty and freedom in 
the Spirit of God. There were some out- 
standing accounts of the marvelous de- 
liverance of God among the workers on 
the field, and the progress made there 
this year is wonderful. 

My heart was especially touched as I 
listened to the workers when they ex- 
plained how through much persecutions 
they had labored, carrying the gospel. 
Brother David Arcos had been whipped 
and poisoned twice by those who wished 
to destroy his life and ministry. At one 
place, where Brother Ruben Arcos was 
conducting a service, persecutors came 
and threw a stick of dynamite to blow 
up the church and kill the people who 
were in it; but the dynamite struck a 
post, glanced away from the church, and 
did no serious damage. At another place, 
however, the church was burned to the 
ground. 


One priest had served thirty years as a 
missionary bishop. Through his influ- 
ence and efforts, Brother David Arcos 
was caused no end of trouble. He had 
him put in jail and run from place to 
place. Finally, Brother Arcos went to 
him with his Bible, and after a number 
of hours of citations, he convinced the 
priest of the truth. He is now a member 
of the church and doing his bit to spread

Chinese Turn Tables, Help Needy 
British 

NEW YORK, May 1.—(Special)— 
Refugee students and teachers of China, 
many of whom live in mud huts and 
sleep on bare boards, recently sent $960 
in Chinese currency for relief of Chris- 
tians in England. 

The gift was sent by Dr. Francis Cho- 
Min Wei, president of Central China 
College in Kunming, to Dr. William 
Paton in New York, secretary of the 
new British Council for Churches, for 
transmission to London. Dr. Wei called 
the gift ‘“‘a token of Christian sympathy 
and fellowship.” 

The sum represents contributions from 
faculty members and students of Cen- 
tral China College and Canton Theologi- 
cal College, both “universities in exile.” 

The givers are part of a refugee group, 
of approximately 52,000, who evaded 
capture by marching 1,500 miles from 
the eastern part of China into its remote 
western provinces.—Protestant Voice.

it. 

Baptism is one thing, the Lord’s sup- 
per is another thing, salvation through 
Christ is another thing. If we have been 
saved through Christ, let us confess Him 
by baptism. Let us go to His table, and 
do whatever else He bids. But let us not 
make stumbling-blocks out of these 
things, that is, what I call sudden con- 
version—men calling on God for sal- 
vation and getting it. You certainly 
won’t get it unless you call for it, and 
unless you take it when He offers it to 
you. If you want Christ to remember 
you, to save you, call upon Him. 

The cross of Christ divides all man- 
kind. There are only two sides, those for 
Christ and those against Him. Think of 
the two thieves. From one side of Christ 
one went down to death cursing God, 
from the other side the other went to 
glory. What a contrast! In the morning 
he is led out, a condemned criminal; in 
the evening he is singing hallelujah with 
a choir of angels. In the morning he is 


. condemned by men as not fit to live on 


earth; in the evening he is reckoned good 
enough for heaven. In the morning nailed 
to the cross; in the evening in the para- 
dise of God, crowned with a crown he 
shall wear through all the ages. In the 
morning not an eye to pity; in the eve- 
ning washed and made clean in the blood 


of the Lamb. In the morning in the so- 


ciety of thieves and outcasts; in the eve- 
ning Christ is not ashamed to walk arm 
in arm with him down the golden pave- 
ments of the eternal city. He was the 
first man to enter paradise after the veil 
of the temple was rent. If we could look 
up yonder, and catch a glimpse of the 
throne, we would see the Father there 
and Jesus Christ at His right hand, and 
hard by we would see the thief. He is 
there today. Nineteen hundred years he 
has been there, just because he cried in 
faith: “Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.” 

You know Christ died a little while 
before the thief. I can imagine that He 
wanted to hurry home to get a place 
ready for His new friend, the first soul 
brought from the world He was dying to 
redeem. The Lord loved him because he 
had confessed Him in that dark hour. It 
was a dark hour for many who reviled 
the Savior. You have heard of the child 
who did not want to die and go to heav- 
en because he didn’t know anybody 
there, but the thief would have one ac- 
quaintance. I can imagine how his soul 
leaped within him when he saw the spear 
thrust into our Savior’s side, and heard 
the cry: “It is finished.” He wanted to 
follow Christ. He was in a hurry to be 
gone, when they came to break his legs. 
I can hear the Lord calling: “Gabriel, 
prepare a chariot. Make haste. There is a 
friend of mine hanging on the cross. 
They are breaking his legs. He will soon 


be ready to come. Make haste, 
and bring him to me.” The angel 
in the chariot swept down from 
heaven, took the soul of that peni- 


tent thief and hastened back to glory. 
The gates of the city swung wide open 
and the angels shouted welcome to this 
poor sinner who had been washed white 
in the blood of the Lamb. And that, my 
friends, is just what Christ wants to do 
for you. That is His business on which 
He came down from heaven. That is why 
He died, and if He gave such a swift 
salvation to this poor thief on the cross, 
surely He will give you the same, if, like 
the penitent thief, you repent and con- 
fess, and trust in the Savior. 

Somebody says that this man “was 
saved at the eleventh hour.” I don’t know 
about that. It might have been the first 
hour with him. Perhaps he never knew 
of Christ until he was led out to die 
beside Him. This may have been the very 
first time he ever had a chance to know 
the Son of God. How many of you gave 
your hearts to Christ the very first time 
He asked you? Are you not farther 
along in the day than even that poor 
thief? Some time ago, a young man re- 
fused to go from the altar until he made 
peace with Jesus. The next day he went 
down into the pit and the coal fell in 
on him. When they took him out he was 
broken and mangled and had only two 
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or three minutes to live. His friends 
gathered about him, saw his lips moving, 
and bending down to catch his words, 
they heard him say, “It was a good thing 
I settled it last night.”

the gospel he once destroyed. 

In sections of the country persecu- 
tions are quite severe. The story was told 
me of our friend, Leonard Ingram, an 
English missionary, (incidentally, no 
relative of Brother J. H. Ingram). In one 
of the nearby cities a few days before we 
arrived in Mexico, he was knocked from 
his bicycle and badly beaten. As he fell 
from the sidewalk against a door, a 
friend jerked him inside and closed the 
door. A mob of some two hundred 
waited into the late hours of night, evi- 
dently with the intention of killing him; 
but a friend slipped from the house and 
brought the news to other friends, who 
slipped in the back way and rescued the 
brother. 

Right here, I should like to express our 
sincere thanks and appreciation to the 
various officials of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment for the courtesies extended to 
the Church. Two attorneys have been 
gloriously converted and filled with the 
Holy Ghost. They have rendered inval- 
uable service in the promotion of the 
work in the Church in Mexico. During 
the convention the Government reported 
to Brother Garcia, our attorney, that 
the last hindrance had been removed and 
we were privileged to occupy one of the 
large temples for our church services. 

On Monday, April 20, we boarded the 
train and rode over to the Pacific Ocean 
and for two days and two nights we 
rode up the northwest coast. About four 
o’clock the second afternoon the train 
stopped in San Blas for thirty minutes, 
giving us time to run over to our church 
and take a picture of it and some of our 
workers. Then quite a large number of 
our people boarded the train and went 
with us on to the convention. That night 
we stopped in Navojoa, Sonora, where 
our people had erected a beautiful white 
church, approximately 26x40 feet, the 
roof of which was supplied by the Mis- 


sion Board. They had nice beautiful seats 
with a tile floor throughout the entire 
building and a nice large baptistry be- 
neath the rostrum. We dedicated this 
beautiful little building, which Brother 
Alejandro Portugal, Sr., a blind minis- 
ter and his son built with the coopera- 
tion of their people, and _ Brother 
Gonzalez baptized eleven persons in the 
new pool. Our hearts were encouraged 
to see this monument to their faithful- 
ness, for they had worked five years, sav- 
ing their money, to make possible the 
erection of this church. 

After the service, at midnight, we 
left by station wagon to Ciudad, Obre- 
gon, arriving about 2:30 a. m. Here we 
had a wonderful service at the church 
where five years ago I visited. The build- 
ing was only about one-fourth the size 
it is now. Then the doors were locked, 
the windows barred; and the entrance 
we used was through the back, as no 
churches were permitted to have open 
services at that time. God was with us, as 
He was five years ago. Some of those con- 
verted during our first visit still have 
victory and are today missionaries. 

After the service that night, about 
10:30, we caught the only train and 
rode until about 3 a. m., when we ar- 
rived at Guaymas. After a little rest, we 
went to Empalme, about four miles from 
Guaymas, where we had the convention 
of the Northwest territory. Brother 
Billie Perez and his faithful wife, 
Brother Fernando A. Gonzalez, and Sis- 
ter Atkinson had made preparation for 
the convention there. The church build- 
ing, which had been increased to twice 
its original size, was filled to overflow- 
ing at the first service. Here we were 
royally entertained in the home of Broth- 
er Catarino Robles, a business man, 
whose business included an undertaking 
establishment and also general merchan- 
dise. He had been converted a week prior 
to the convention in a meeting con- 
ducted by Sister Atkinson. 

This was the second convention the 
Northwest territory has been permitted 
to have since all the churches were closed 
by the Government a few years ago. The 
churches in that territory have made 
wonderful progress, and the workers 
have established as many churches this 
past year as were previously established 
in that territory prior to this time. 

A former Methodist minister, who re- 
cently received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and who united with the Church 
during the convention, feels that he 
knows of eighteen other churches that 
will likewise desire union with the 
Church of God. Another minister also 
united with the Church and feels that 
two other congregations will readily ac- 
cept the gospel. God is pouring out His 
Spirit in a wonderful way in that section 
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of the country. During this convention 
twenty-five received the Holy Ghost. 
Among this number were the wife and 
son of the blind minister of Navojoa, 
and our minister from San Blas, who had 
been seeking the Blessing for a number 
of years in the States before he left 
California, also others of our workers 
who had not already received the Holy 
Ghost. 

Brother Perez, once a featherweight 
boxer, who never lost a bout (but whom 
the Lord knocked out the first round 
several years ago), is now delivering con- 
stant blows to the enemy and scoring de- 
cisions and knockouts. Recently the 
Mexican Government gave him the land 
on which to build his church at Guay- 
mas. He pastors three churches and takes 
care of the large work at Empalme, 
where the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company so liberally contributed ma- 
terials for the enlargdment of the church. 
Brother Perez and his faithful compan- 
ion are hard workers. He told me that 
each week they walked twelve miles 
through the mountains to one of their 
services. He said that one night on one 
of these trips they encountered eighty 
snakes, some of them rattlers. Our broth- 
er has been bitten twice while traveling 
at night. He hopes to secure a pony so 
that he may more successfully make the 
trips. 

My heart was greatly touched by the 
testimony of our Indian preacher of the 
Yaqui Tribe (who had once been a high 
officer in the Mexican Army, but was 
gloriously converted and is now preach- 
ing to his own people in their Yaqui lan- 
guage) as he pled with us brethren to 
remember especially his people, for he 
said sadly, “By nature we were a mean 
people, and, oh, how we need God!” 


Words fail me to try to describe my 
impression of the conventions in Mex- 
ico. There were times in the _ services 
when waves of old time Pentecostal pow- 
er would sweep the entire congregation. 
Memories of these conventions and the 
faithful work done by the precious peo- 
ple there will always be precious. The 
untiring efforts of Brother J. H. Ingram, 
who for many years has labored faith- 
fully among the Spanish-speaking peo- 
ples and who has proved himself such 
a valuable missionary to the work of the 
Church of God, did all, it seems, he could 
to make these conventions a _ success. 
Brother Fernando A. Gonzalez, whose in- 
spiring message the brethren who were 
present at our last General Assembly, 
will remember, was with us at both con- 
ventions—the Mexico City convention 
and the one in Empalme—with all the 
fire and enthusiasm, love and inspiration 
one could hope for. The self-sacrificing 
efforts of Brother and Sister Archer in 
laboring with the school in Mexico City 
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is certainly appreciated; and we wish to 
express our sincere appreciation to all 
our interpreters—Brother and _ Sister 
Archer, Brother Ingram, and Brother 
Alejandro Portugal, Jr., for their faith- 
ful work.

I 
think that I was the worst affected, ap- 
parently by an attack of flu, which had 


me down for part of two days while we 
were in the home of Brother Robles, the 
business man.

Well, that 
seemed too real, and it wasn’t long be- 
fore I came out of that bed.
